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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

YEAR  ENDING  31st  DECEMBER,  1967 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  your  district  for  1967. 

Vital  Statistics  afford  a  means  of  comparison  between  the 
Health  of  a  district  in  the  different  years  and  with  the  rest  of  the 
country,  and  this  year  they  compare  favourably  with  the  previous 
year  and  with  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  down.  The  Still  Birth  Rate  is  a 
little  higher  but  with  the  exception  of  the  last  3  years,  is  very 
much  lower  than  all  previous  years.  The  Death  Rate  is  about 
the  same.  There  were  the  same  number  of  deaths  as  last  year 
174.  The  population  has  again  decreased — from  13,890  to 
13,820.  Of  these  174  Deaths,  well  over  half  reached  the  allotted 
span.  Sixty  died  aged  70-80:  thirty  three  between  80-90  and 
three  were  over  90.  A  healthy  record. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  much  higher  than  last  year 
though  well  below  the  previous  two  years.  There  were  5  infant 
deaths  as  against  three  last  year.  When  dealing  with  smaller 
numbers,  as  here,  the  rate  does  fluctuate  a  good  deal.  Of  the 
infant  deaths,  three  died  under  one  week:  one  died  aged  three 
weeks  and  one  aged  four  weeks.  Again,  of  these  infant  deaths, 
three  died  from  atelectasis  due  to  prematurity  and  two  from 
bronchopneumonia  (one  with  a  tracheo-osoephageal  fistula). 
All  died  in  hospital.  I  regret  to  have  to  report  a  maternal  death 
— of  a  mother  aged  30  years  due  to  left  ventricular  failure  due  in 
turn  to  acute  renal  failure. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  of  all  parts  of  the  body 
was  30 — 4  more  than  last  year  and  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus 
increased  from  11 — 12.  This  is  following  the  national  trend. 
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Deaths  due  to  the  conditions  of  the  heart  and  vascular 
system  numbered  67  as  against  63  last  year.  This  again  is 
following  the  national  trend.  Diabetes  caused  3  deaths,  2  last 
year.  There  were  8  from  pneumonia — an  increase  of  3,  but  a 
good  decrease  in  bronchitis — 8  as  against  13  last  year.  There 
were  no  deaths  from  accidents  and  none  from  suicide. 

There  was  one  death  from  Tuberculosis  (non-pulmonary). 
One  Pulmonary  case  was  notified.  This  is  the  lowest  ever  with 
the  exception  of  last  year  when  a  record  was  established — not  one 
being  notified. 

No  visit  was  made  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radiography 
Unit  during  the  year.  Less  visits  will  be  made  in  future  but  the 
Unit  will  visit  next  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccinations  against  Tuberculosis  are  carried  out 
each  year  in  the  Senior  Schools.  The  response  continues  to  be 
very  good  as  does  the  co-operation  of  all  head  teachers. 

The  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  totalled 
119 — well  below  half  of  last  year.  Measles  accounted  for  90 
of  these.  There  were  5  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (2  in  1966)  and 
15  of  Whooping  Cough  (4  in  1966).  There  were  no  cases  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  no  Dysentery. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  continues  to  be  offered 
in  the  schools  as  well  as  in  Clinics  and  General  Practitioners’ 
Surgeries.  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus  is 
similarly  offered.  The  response  in  the  schools  is  good.  Triple 
Vaccination  against  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
is  offered  in  Clinics  and  General  Practitioners’  Surgeries.  This 
should  be  carried  out  in  the  early  months  of  life.  Smallpox 
vaccination  is  now  carried  out  in  the  2nd  year  of  life. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  not  yet  given  their  sanction  to 
start  the  campaign  against  Measles  by  vaccination. 

Home  Helps  were  supplied  to  176  homes  during  the  year — 
156  last  year. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continues  to  supply  24  dinners 
twice  per  week.  This  is  a  much  appreciated  service.  I  would 
like  to  start  a  Meals  from  Neighbours  Service  in  the  new  year 
before  I  leave.  This  can  be  a  useful  service  when  an  urgent  case 
requires  dinners  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  are  fully  booked  up. 
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The  Luncheon  Club  continues  very  successfully  in  supplying 
20-25  people  in  each  of  the  two  premises. 

The  sessions  for  the  Chiropody  Service,  run  by  the  Red 
Cross,  is  carried  on  twice  per  week.  96  Sessions  were  held  during 
the  year  affording  902  treatments.  237  Aged  Persons  received 
treatment  and  2  Physically  Handicapped  Persons. 

As  my  successor  has  been  appointed,  this  really  will  be  my 
last  report  and  I  would  like  to  record  my  Council’s  and  my  own 
appreciation  of  all  helpers  in  these  services. 

67  houses  were  built  by  the  Council  with  State  Assistance 
and  7  by  Private  Persons — making  a  total  of  74  for  the  year. 

The  Warden  Service  for  Garbutt  Close  with  37  bungalows 
has  been  very  successful.  Another  set  of  bungalows  with 
Warden  Service  was  completed  in  Rowan  Avenue  about  the 
middle  of  the  year  with  34  dwellings. 

The  programme  for  the  Municipalisation  of  Dustbins  has 
at  present,  approximately  2,000  Units  in  operation. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  continues  to  turn  out  an  effluent 
which,  on  the  whole,  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  River  Board. 
However,  it  is  accepted  that  because  of  the  lack  of  dilution  in 
dry  weather,  and  because  of  the  growth  of  Newton  Aycliffe 
downstream  to  the  point  of  discharge,  a  higher  standard  than 
that  of  the  Royal  Commission  will  eventually  be  imposed. 
Accordingly,  my  Council  have  agreed  that  these  Works  will  be 
discontinued  and  all  sewage  will  be  piped  to  the  Aycliffe 
Disposal  Works  of  Darlington  Rural  District.  At  present  this 
proposal  is  awaiting  Ministry  approval.

All  animals 
slaughtered  have  been  subject  to  inspection  which  has  amounted 
to  100%.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been  maintained 
in  the  slaughterhouses  throughout  the  period. 

The  slaughterhouses  have  also  been  inspected  by  the  Officers 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  and  have 
been  found  satisfactory.
